ATYACK ON THE MILITARY 


Planned by the Strikers in the La Salle 
District. 


LA SALLE, III., May 26.—The police have re- 
celved information that the strikers 
have been holding a secret meeting to-day in 
which they planned an attack on the milli- 
tary forto-night. The militia is located ina 
fine strategic position, and unless the oppos - 
ing force is too strong will de able to with- 
stand au attack, 

The force of soldiers comprises 38 00 
officers and men, and the strikers, with rein- 
forcements that are likely to come from 
Spring Valley and towns west, willl provably 
number 1,000. The leaders, English-speak- 
ing miners, seem to have little or no control 
over the foreign element, which is still clam- 
oring as loudly as ever for the release of their 
two comrades imprisoned in the Ottawa 
jail. 


TIES ON THE TRACK. 


Central Train Hurled Into 
the Ditch. 


La SALL®, III., May 26.—While an Illinois 
Central freight train was bowling along 
toward Ohicago, at 10 o'clock last night, 
suddenly it came in collision with an ob- 
struction at the Oglesby incline, just a few 
miles south of the city. The train was hurled 
from the track into the ditch. 

News of the wreck did not reach here until 
1:30 this morning. When the crew of the 
train filed into the Illinois Central station 
August Baldwin made haste to report the 
particulars to the military authorities, and e 
detachment of soldiers was Qispatched to 
the scene of the wreck. The engineer of the 
freight says that when he crashed into the 
oostruction he saw a half dozen men run 
away from the tracks. While the trainmen 
were jacking-up the first set of trucks of the 
locomotive ‘pee wore fred upon from the 
neighboring forests. 

It was found that strikers had piled rail- 
road ties on the track, but itis not belleved 
that they intended to wreck the freight, as it 
was an extra train and its running time 
could not have been known dy the mis- 
creants. The fast night . express 
train is que here at 1:11 a. m., and it is 
lieved that the strikers plotted its destruc- 
tion. 

Tue Relgtan, Polish and Russian strikers 
across the river have assumed a hostile atti- 
tude toward the Lilinois Central road for the 
reason that it has been using coal from the 
dumpsof the La Salle shaft, where Thurs- 
day’s riot occurred. News of the wreck 
Spread rapidly among the strikers in this 
city. The city police made a determined ef- 
fort to break up the groups in the streets, but 
they were scarcely successful. | 

A company of soldiers was hurried across 
the river to the Oglesby Mine and thrown out 
in a skirmish line along the track of the IIII- 
nois Central road at that point. Up to an 
early hour this morning the militiamen haa 
not come in collision with the strikers.

WOMEN IN THE RANKS. 


Sixteen Join in the March of the Colo- 
rado Miners. 


WaLstwnvre, Colo., May 26.—Six hundred 
Fremont County coal miners and sixteen 
women who marched from Florence, a dis- 
tance of nearly eighty miles, for the purpose 
of urging the miners in this district to strike, 
are in camp here. They have made no vio- 
lent demonstrations and declare they will 
**act like men. 

Several hundred strikers from Trinidad are 


coming, and if the Picton and Rouse miners 
are not forcibly driven from the mines they 
will corte iniy be subjected to great pressure 
to indace them to reconsider their deter- 
mination not to strike. 


Engagihg New Men at Denver. 


DENVER, OOlo., May 26.—The Cripple Creek 
mine-owners who have determined to re- 
open their mines undrr the protection of 
armed guards, are engaging men in this city 
and elsewhere to work at the rate of $38 per 
day of nine hours. About thirty common- 
wealers hired in this city left for Florence on 
the morning train 1 charge of ex-Adjt.- 
Gen. Kennedy.

Alabama Troops in Camp. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 26.—Fourteen mill- 
tary companies went into camp at Ensley, 
near Pratt City, this morning at the order of 
Gov. Jones to maintain the peace in the 


striking regionand as guards to property. 
The troops now in camp are the ist Regi- 
ment. They will stay in camp ten days, and 
the other two regiments will follow and 
camp each ten days. 

A monster mass-meeting of citizens and 
miners was held this morning and adjourned 
to moet again this afternoon to see what can 
be done. 

Two thousand miners marched in from 
Pratt City and took part in the deliberations. 
They carried banners and had music. The 
situation is more strained than ever, and in- 
temperate speeches at the meetings have 
made things menacing in tne extreme. 


A ftympathy Strike. 
DENVER,Colo., May 26.—News was reecived 
to-day that the miners in the employ of the 
United Coal Co., at Aguilar, have struck, not 
because ofany grievance, but in sympathy 


with the Eastern strikers. The company is 
managed by a receiver and an attempt will 
be made to reopen the mines with non-union 
men. The indications now are that the coal 
strixe will become general in Colorado. 


Working Hours Reduced. 


CuIcaGo, III., May 26.—After next Monday 
the employes ofthe Rock Island car shops 
will work only five days in a week 
and only eight hours a day. The 
reason given for the new rule is the 
prevalence of strikers in the coal fields and a 
decrease in the earnings of the company. 
The rule applies to all departments with the 
exception of the Boss foundry, and will 
affect about 800 men. 


A Joint Meeting. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 26.—John McBride left 
for Springfield, O., to attend a joint meeting 
next Monday of the miners and operators of 
the State. 


TWO BURIED ALIVE 


And Two Imjured by a Cave-Im of the 
Bieffs at Tacoma. 


Tacoma, Wash., May 26.—A large cave-in 
occurred atthe biuffs near the wharves by 
which two men were killed and two injured. 

The dead are: Maj. W. T. Gillespie, a well- 
known mining man, and Arnold Bernberger, 
a stationary engineer, aged 45. 

For five years a powerful hydraulic 
pump has deen playing aeaint the 
high blut back of the railroad docks, the 
earth washed down being sluiced beneath 
the docks for filling purposes, The center 
of the bluff is seventy-five feet high and 
had been washed out, leaving overhanging 
an immense piece of blue clay. This came 
down almost io a lump.

Nathaniel Rhodus and Lorenzo Immell 
Come to Blows. 


RHOOUS GETS HIS GUN AND BRINGS IT 
INTO PLAY, 


* 


The Bullet Misses the Mark, Though 


Immell Says It Passed Through His 
Hat—Both Parties Arrested and Pre- 
fer Counter Oharges in the Second 
District Police Court—Idle Gossip 
Causes the Bow-—Statements of Wit- 
nesses. N 


The calm which usually pervades at night 
the quiet and peaceful neighborhood adja- 
cent to the intersection of Newstead and An- 
derson avenues out near the cemeteries, was 
rudely rufied about 7 o’clock last evening by 
a rather sensational street-shooting scene. 

The principals in the exciting engagement 
were two old soidiers, one being Mr. Lorenzo 
D. Immell, the pension claim agent, who has 
an officeinthe Fagin Building, and a prom- 
ment G. A. R. man, and the other 
Nathaniel Rhodus, a. veteran who 
draws a pension from Uncie sam 
for services rendered during the civil war. 

Mr. Immell resides at No. 4301 Newstead 
avenue, and Mr. Rhodus’ home is half a 
block distant, also being on Newstead av- 
enue. The neighbors in that vicinity 
started a rumor that Mr. Rhodus had a num- 
ber of domestic dimiculties. The gossip 
reached Mr. Rhodus’ ear, and he came 
to the conclusion that Mr. Immell was 
devoting entirely too much of his time 
to discussing the private affairs of his 
(Rhodus’) family and decided to call a halt. 
So last evening a little after 8 o’clock de 
Walked over to Immell’s house and asked 
him out. Immell came down to the front 
fence, which is quite low, and Rhodus asked 
him what he meant by talking as he had. 

Immell denied having done anything 
wrong, an argument ensued and Immell, who 
isa powerfully built man, hauled off and hit 
Rhedus, whois considerably smuller, a ter- 
ride blow in the eye. 

WENT FOR mis gon. 

Inis angered Rhodus, and be rushed over to 
his home, gota pistol, ran back to the cor- 
ner, lifted the gun, pointed it toward Immell 
and rea, the ball whizzing close by Immeli’s 


head. Before another shot could be fred 
Mounted Officer Cleveland of the Sixth 
District, who happened to be pass- 
ing, rushed between the combatants, dis- 
armed Rhodus and took both Rhodus and 
Immell tothe Sixth District Station where 
counter charges of disturbing the peace were 
lodged against both men and the officer put 
an additional charge of discharging fre- 
arms against Rhodas. 

Their cases were docketed in the Second 
District Police Court this orning, where 
the participants in the bdriset and bloodless 
dattle were seen by a rep utative of the 
Post-DIsPaTcH. 

Mr. Rhodus said he had heard that Immell 
had been talking about his family affairs, 
and went to his house to demand an expla- 
nation. Immell became abusive. he said, 
and then while Immell was standing in his 
yard and he on the sidewalk that Im- 
mell reached over and smashed 
him under the left eye, inflicting 
an ugly bruise, and then came out and 
punched him first on one side of the face and 
then the other. Hesaysthat when he saw 
he could not cope with him he returned 
home for his pistol, and that while he was 
gone Immell tried to pick a 
fight with his son, Charlie Rhodus. When 
he returned, he said, he fired a shot into the 
ground just to scare Immell, but did not fre 
at him at all. 

IMMELL WOR'T DISCUSS IT. 

Mr. Immell deciined to discuss the affair, 
but friends offhis in court said that Ruodurs 
fired point blauk at Immell’s 
head, and he would have deen Killed 
had he not dodged and let 


the bullet pass through his hat or his hair. 
Officer Uleveiand says that Rhodus did fire 
directly and deliberately at Immell with the 
purpose of hitting him. Officer Cleveland 
says Immell had a hat on. Rhodusand his 
son both say Immell was bareheaded and 
that therefore the bullet could not 
have passed through his hat. Young 
Rhodas aid mot indorse his father’s 
statement that he fired into the ground, 
sayin the ballet whizzed over Immell’s 
shoulder, but said he did not think his 
father intended to hit Immell. 

Immell’s attorney, who was in court, said 
he did not think Rhodus 
was justified in bothering 
and that as soon AS 
police court cases were disposed of that Im- 
mell would apply for a warrant against 
Rhodus for assault to kill. 

The cases were not tried to-day but con- 
tinued until June 8. ' 


LAKE FRONT CASE

THE SMITH CASE. 


Expressions ef Opinion by Delegates te 
the Saratoga Assembly. 


SARATOGA, May 26.—The Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly was occupied with miscellan- 
eous businéss for the first half hour of its 
opening session to-day. The report of the 
joint Comimittee on Homeand Foreign Mis- 
gions upon the proposed new mission-house 
in New York was presented and its recom- 
mendation adopted after a brief protest by 
Elder McDougall of Cincinnati. 

The Rev. Dr. Hill of Eyanston, I11., on- 
tered a protest against the action of the Gen- 
eral Assembiy on the subject of theological 
seminaries on bebalf of himself and thirty 
others. The grounds named in the protest 
were the same as those which had been pre- 
sented in the debate on the subject early in 
the week. The assembly then listened to an 
address by Dr. Peter Stryker, representing 
the Reformed Church, and congratuila- 
tory messages were read from the 
United Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly in session at Albany, Ore. 
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HELD BY A MOB. 
striking Miners in Possession of 9 Train 
at Terre Haute. 


Teree Hora, Ind., May 8.— There are 800 
miners in the Big Four yards at Terre 


Haute holding a captured freight train. 


on which they propose to ride to 
Pana, III. Mayor Ross has refused to 
interfere until'the company issues warrants. 
Sheriff Stout has been appealed to and gave 
the same answer. Themen are peaceable, 
but do not propose to leave the 
train on which they came from Fontaine. 
At Fontaine, a few miles from Terre Haute, 
1,500 miners have gathered about the coal 
chutes and refuse to allow freight en- 
gines to take coal, Passenger trains 
are not molested, and pass through 
on time. No freights have passed through 
since last night. Supt. Neel has wired that 
if the men are taken to Pana there 
will be Ddiloodshed, and rather than 
move the men all the trains will 
be abandoned. The situation is considered 
critical and if the rallroads attempt 
to have warrants issued there will 
undoubtedly be trouble. President Dunk- 
erly has wired President McBride of the 
National Association for advice and states 
that the men will be goverened by his ad- 
vice. 

At 1 p.m.to-day the following dispatch was 
received from Pana: We have 2,000 depu- 
ties here armed with Winchesters in waiting 
forthe mob from Terre Haute. The people 
here are confident our force is able to cope 
with any mob. Gov. Altgeld has been wired 
for more guns and for the State troops and he 
answers that he will send them. Arrange- 
ments have been made to meet the mod east 
of town by tearing up the Big Four track.’’ 

READY FOR THE INVADERS. 

Panwa, III., May 26.—There has been no 
trouble at the mines here to-day. There are 
rumors of coming mobs from Indiana and 
points in this State, but the deputy sheriffs 
here are in sufficient force to cope with 


them. 


MAY LOCK THEM UP. 


Correspondents Who Refused to Testify 
Betore the Senate Investigators. , 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—The Senate 
Investigating Committee have been in exe- 
cutive session ali morning and rumor has it 
that they are fixing up a resolution asking 
the Senate authority to arrest 
Messrs. Edwards, Shriver and Walker, 
the newspaper correspondents for 
refusing to testify.

10 RECEIVE KELLY. 


Preparations Being Made for the Com- 
monweal Naval Fleet. 


TRADES UNION MEN ACTIVELY INTER- 
ESTED IN THE MOVB. 


There Will Be a Procession and Some 
Speaking— Will Land at Either Smith 
or Ferry Streets—Expect to Raise at 
Least $1,000 for the Commonwealers— 
St. Louis Recruits. 


Labor leaders of St. Louis are quietly mak- 
ing preparations fora big demonstration in 
honor of the arrival or Gen. Kelly’s fleet 
of commonwealers. The fleet will be met 
fifteen or twenty miles above the city by an 
excursion steamer with music, conveying 
many of the men most prominent in Jabor’s 
cause in thecity, The wealers will land at 
Smith or Ferry street and will camp 
Dear the fleet. A mass-meeting will 
be held on Lucas Market Square 
as soon as possible after the arrival of the 
industrials, and if possible a monster pro 
cession will de arranged. 

Kelly will probably come on in advance of 
hismen. The Commitiee on Reception wrote 
him a letter addressed to Hannibal, Mo., 
inviting him to make a trip here by rail anda 
discuss the arrangements. He is expected 
at any moment. The fleet is not looked for, 
however, much before the middle of next 
week, as it is understood that Alton, Il. 
Gesires to entertain the naval contingent 
of the Coxeys at least two days. The camp 
was pitched last night at Louisiana, Mo. 

The arrangements for Kelly’s reception are 
in the hands of a joint committee, compris- 
ing seven members of the Tradesand Labor 
Union, seven of the Building Trades Council, 
seven of the German Arbeiterverbund and 
five from the Knights of Labor. 

LOCATION OF THE CAMP. 

The committee has secured from Mayor 
Walbridge a permit to hold a mass-meeting 
on Lucas Market Square Wharf Commis- 
sioner Capt. Dan Able placed either 
the Ferry street or the Smith 
street landing at the disposalof the com- 
mittee. The members are still undecided 
which to accept. Ferry street has ample 
wharfage and room enough to accommodate 
the camp without any difficulty. The only 
drawback is the distance to Lucas Market 
Square. The Smith street wharf is con- 
venient to the square, Dut it is doubted 
whether the wharf Is large enough to accom- 
modate Kelly’s fleet without inconvenience 

to the river trame. Smith street is between 
O’Falion and Mullanphy. The open ground 
available for tenting purposes is more limit 
ed than at Ferry street, but it is believed that 
it would easily suffice. The choice will be 
left to Gen. Kelly’s judgment when he 
arrives. At least that is the present inten. 
tion of the committee, 

‘DEMONSTRATION AND CONTRIBUTION, 

The committee has been at work for fully 
ten days planning for the reception. The 
following were present at the meeting of 
the Trades and Labor Union Wednesday 
bight and reported the progress they had 
made: Jobn sergherm, Chairman; William 
Anderson, Secretary; Philip Hoffherr, Dan 
Lynch, Philip Rohdam, George T. Turner and 
William Johnson. The Trades and Labor 


Union has taken the most active interest in 
the matter. There has never been a full 
meeting of the entire committee, and the 
complete roster could not be obtained. 
Among the remaining members are Charles 
F. Bechtold and Messrs. Bauer, McDonald, 
DeVaux and Levi. The entire iabor element 
is desirous of doing honor to the Western 
champion of the Coxey movement, and all 
the unions and assemblies are contributing 
liberally to make the demonstration a suc- 
cess, as well as to give Kelly a substantial 
contribution to help and cheer him on. 

The steamers Pargoud and City of Kansas 
have both been tendered the committee for 
an excursion of welcome. A band of music 
willaccompany the ste&mer. Several hun- 
Gred unionists expect to make the trip, 
Gen. Kelly and a numberof his leading 
officers and other tars will join the bDoat in 
the middle of the Mississippi. 

Arrived in the city the Wealers will imme- 
diately eneamp. he remaining plans are 
necessarily yet incomplete. ‘they will de- 
pend Jargely onthe length of the visitors’ 
stay and the state ofthe weather. A mam- 
moth procession and mass-meetin re the 
chief features. The members of the Mu- 
sicians’ Union have promised to turn out 300 
strong to head the procession.

UNITED IN BELLEVILLE 


Lanaing, Who Is a Prosperous Coal and 
Ice Dealer in St. Louis, Says His 
Father Was a White Doctor — Mrs. 
Lanzing Discusses Her Step—Sure 
She Made No Mistake. 


A rather remarkable thing happened in 
Belleville, III., yesterday—something which 
could not have happened in st. Louls. Two 
colored men from this city se- 
cured licenses to take to their 
bed and board as their legal wives 
two white women, one of them a resident of 
gt. Louis and the other of Alton, Ill, One 
couple gave the names of Thomas H. Olark 
and Annie Wilson, the other as Frank Lan- 
ning and Virginia Birch. Mixed marriages 
are not of such rare occur- 
rence as to cause unusual 
comment, although the law of Missouri 
wil] not allowthem within the State and 
makes necessary the taking of the obliga- 
tion elsewhere; but that two colored men 
unacquainted with each other and unbe- 
Known to each other should go out of the 
State on the same day to the same place in 
order to contract alliances with women of a 
to them forbidden race was indeed a strange 
coincidence. 

In order to learn something of the circum- 
stances which led uptothese unions ana if 
possibile to get an insight into the character 
ofthe persons contracting them an effort 
was made to findall the parties concerned. 
Thomas H. Clark could not be located, nor 
could his Alton bride in consequence, but 
both Lanning and his wife were seen and 
they both talked with far more frankness 
and unconcern as to the criticism which 
might be offered than could be expected. 

LANNING FOUND. 

Lanning was found in an alley in the rear 
of 1317 Morgan street, at the home of a col - 
ored friend, dlack as night, Frank Carter by 
name, who married a white woman six years 
ago in Arkansas, for which act, according to 
hisown testimony, he came near going to 
jall and only saved himesif by an expendi- 
ture of $200. The woman was sitting on the 
steps at the time contentedly and lovingiy 
holding a kinky headed yellow little young- 
ster in her arms. 

Lanning said simply that he had married 
the woman because he had loved her and she 
was willing totake him. He had known her 
for two years intimately and was satisfied 
that neither he nor she had made a mistake. 


Hils father was dead, he said, but his mother 
still lived ia Crystal Oity, Mo., whence he 
came to St. Louis two years ago.

ROMERO'S MURDERER HANGED. 


New Mexico’s Reign of Crime Approach- 
ing the End. ' 


LAS VEGAS, N. M., May 26.—Herman Maestas 
was banged here yesterday for the murder 
of Pedro Romero, a sheep-herder, on March 
8. He was game and refused to make any 
statement. 

As a result of Gov. Thornton’s determined 
efforts the gang of murderers and plunderers 
which has long infested this county has been 


broken up. Within four weeks eleven per- 
sons have been convicted of conspiracy to 
murder and sentences imposed running from 
three years to lifeimprisonment. Besides, 
many minor criminals have been sent to 
prison. 


SOUTHERN LOOP BILL. 


Arguments on the Proposed Extension 
Heard Yesterday Afternoon. 

Nearly 100 residents of the North and South 
Ends ofthecity that filled the committee- 
room of the City Council to overflowing were 
on hand yesterday afternoon to plead in 
favor ot north and south extgnsions to the 
Southern Electric Rallway, which bill is now 
in the hands of the Railroad Committee of 
the City Council. The North End, Broadway 
and Carondelet Improvement Associations 


were also represented. 

The bill asks for the privilege of making a 
long loop from the present terminus on Sixth 
and Market streets, whichis to extend up to 
Howard street by running on Broadway and 
Sixthand Seventh streets. In the southern 

ortion ofthe city the tracks are to De ex- 
ended to Carondelet Park and from there 
west to the Gravois road and the cemeteries. 

It was argued that Carondelet had become 
the home of a large number of work ing peo- 
ple, who had built there when the iron works 
and other industries inthat end of the city 
were booming, but that they had been com- 
pelled to find employment elsewhere, and a 
great many now worked in North St. Louis 
and had to pay 20 cents a day for street-car 
fare, wDile the new line would do it for 10 
cents. The present terminus was most un- 
desirable, as it is in a very undesirable neigh- 
borhood, especially after dark. Above all, it 
was said that Carondelet should and de- 
served to be brought in closer touch with the 
Central and Northern sections of the city and 
that it would be a great Denefit to the public. 

The only opposition brought forward was 
by Capt. McUulloch, manager of the Chicago 
syndicate railroads. He claimed that the 
new road, by using 6,000 feet of the tracks of 
the Cass avenue line, was practically trying 
to confiscate the rights —— . — to others, 
and that his road had paid more money to 
the city for a right of waythan had ever 
been done before.

AN ARTISTIC MASTRRPIECE, 

The report of the Senate investigating 
committee on the bribery charges is doubt- 
less received with enthusiastic delight by 
the venerable members of the American 
House of Lords, It supplies convincing 
proof of rare skill and wonderful talent. 
It shows the people that the hands of the 
gentlemen whom they have contemptu- 
ously regarded as ‘‘antiquated jaw- 
smiths’? have not lost their cunning, 

The committee finds that ample evi- 
dence has been submitted eto sustain the 
charge that an attempt was made to bribe 
Senators Hunton and Kyle. They find 
that this attempt was made by Maj. Buttz 
with the avowed purpose of controll- 
ing their votes on the tariff bill. 
But there is no evidence that 
Buttz had a syndicate of capitalists 
back of him orin fact any backing what- 
soever: Nor is there evidence that he had 
any money with whicH to make good the 
proposed transaction; in fact there is gaod 
reason to believe that he had no money at 
Senators Hunton and Kyle are fully 
exonerated. 

It is impossible not to be struck with ad- 
miration at this report. It amply 
rewards analysis. There is not a 
point at which the most fastidious 
and uncompromising supporter of 
senatorial courtesy can cavil. Not only 
the Senators themselves, but all their 
friends and all the wealthy gentlemen who 
have axes to grind in tariff legislation, are 
fully vindicated. The alleged bribery was 
merely an unsuccessful attempt in which a 
proposition was made to pay for Senatorial 
votes by a man without character, money 
or backing and with no real purpose in 
view. It was a mock effort to bribe—only 
a huge joke—the whole responsibility for 
which was shouldered on Buttz, and no- 
body cares for Buttz. 

This report is a masterpiece of the art of 
whitewashing. It should be hung on the 
wall of the Senate as a model of its kind to 
serve as an example for the wonder of 
mankind. ; 


BY WAY OF THE LAW. 


When the coal miners went out ona 
strike a few weeks ago they had the sym- 
pathy of nearly all thinking men. Their 
demands were admitted to be just by all 
the operators save a few in the Pittsburg 
district and there was a disposition to give 
the strikers the aid and comfort of public 
approbation in their efforts to secure better 
wages. Had they pursued a temperate and 
law-abiding course they would probably 
have won the fight and accomplished the 
purpose of the strike. Instead of this they 
have forfeited public sympathy by atro- 
cious acts and made a settlement impos- 
sible save upon a basis of unconditional 
submission to mob law. Their chief re- 
liance, the good will of the people, has 
been needlessly thrown away and they 
have nothing else to fall back upon. 

Striking workmen too often fail in the 
essential of good citizenship. They over- 
look the fact that thisis a government of 
law, and that noclass or individual is ex- 
empt from the operation of the law. They 
forget, too, that the law is of ‘the people’s 
making, andif it is unrighteous or un- 
equal the people are themselves to blame. 
The present disturbed condition may be 
due to blundering legislation, but the 
remedy must be found at the ballot-box, 
not in murderous assault on the right of 
the workingman to make hisown labor 
contracts and work them out unmolested 
by mobs. 

The people of America have won their 
great place by the way of law and order 
organized in the interest of freedom, and 
they will never consent to be ruled in any 
other way. 


‘BRAVING DEATH EVERY DAY. 

An impressive object lesson lay on the 
| sidewalk across the street from the Post- 
DISPATCH Office yesterday morning. It was 
the dead body of a painter, whose head had 
been crushed by a fall from a ladder 
swinging loosely four stories high from 
the roof of a building. The pitiful objeot| 
told a story of crude methods and careless 
indifference to safety.

a rough, unprotected platform made 
of a ‘ladder with a loose’ board 
in the center, swinging free from the root. 
He must take the chances of disziness, of 
a misstep, a miscalculation, a sudden 
larch of the ladder or unexpected move-

creep about on narrow ledges and to stand

THE TRUSTS os TOP. 

Congressman Warner declares it is im- 
possible to pass a law which will destroy 
the trusts, because under court-made law 
the trusts will always find some form in 
which to evade legal restrictions. 

This opinion may be true, but the peo- 
ple are not willing to accept it until an 
honest attempt is made to enforce an hon- 
est law. Atty.-Gen. Maloney of Illinois 
differs from Mr. Warner. He not only 
thinks that the trusts may be crushed 
by law, but is in.a fair way to 
demonstrate that there is law 
enough on the statute books of his 
State to render them innoxious there. But 
why talk of crushing the trusts when a 
party pledged to crush them is preparing 
to favor and strengthen them by granting 
them rich privileges in tariff legislation? 

It is estimated that the tariff schedule of 
the Gorman compromise will be worth 
$16,000,000 a year to the Sugar Trust, and 
that the proposed postponement of the 
date on which it shall go into force will 
enable that trust to reap profits to the 
amount of $50,000,000. 

The talk of crushing the trusts is mock- 
ery, when the trust is crushing the peo- 
ple, and boodle and influence makes its 
little finger thicker than the loins of the 
whole people. They make the an ti-trus 
aw adead let ter before it gets to the 
courts, and enable it to command from the 
representatives of the people enlarged op 
portunities for plunder. The trusts will 
not be crushed until the people purge 
their parties of rottenness.

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The Labor Troubles ‘Untavorably Affect: 
ing Trade—FVoreign Markets Dull 
Crops Not Doing Well. 


Next week only ve four Millis will be run. 
ning in this city and vicinity, the balance re- 
maining closed where they have not been 
running or shutting down 
not to start up 
The Koehlor mill and tue 
mill in East St. Louis expect to keep on, 
as do the Regina, the Saxony and the 
Carondelet on this side, the two former 
having enough coal todo them for several 
days and the Carondelet having laid in four 
days“ supply of wood. The Collinsville (In.) 
min ot the St. Louis Milling Oo. starts up 
Monday on wood asfuel. It is largely 
the scarcity of fuel and its high price that is 
shutting down these mille, but the scarcity 
of four orders and the general deadness and 
unsatisfactory conditions of trade are also 
reasons for the wiilingness of millers to 
close down. Some of the millers do not ex- 
pect to startupagain until the new wheat 
crop begins moving. 

The modern miller of this date says: In- 
creasing evidence that wheat is not heading 
out satisfactorily is coming from southern 
sections,extending into Missouri, Indiana and 
Illinois, where the plant was far advanced 
a great deal jointed—when the March freeze 
struck it. The heads are generally very 
small. Some reports ofchinch bug and fly 
Gamage, and also of frost injury, latter 
where wheat is in bloom, but believed to be 
slight. Corn planted on low lands was cut 
down by frosts in many sections, but is ex- 
pected to recover, though this will make the 
crop late. Oats looking poorly nearly every- 
where, and prospects now for a late crop 
and disappointing yteld. 

A letter from Odessa says copious rains 
bave fallen, doing great good. Offers of 
wheat more pressing and decline in prices 
continues rapidly. The large agriculturists 
having founded their hopes upon better 
prices inthe spring have kept back a large 
portion of the last crop, but owing to the 
splendid state of the growing crops the pres- 
sure to sell is increasing from day to day and 
further deciines are lookea for. 

Unless wheat prices fall in Minneapolis 
several cents below what they are now, com- 


ared with prices in the other principal mar- 

ets, the suppiy of wheat at the beginning of 
the next crop year promises to be nearly as 
large as it was last year in the Northwest. 
The visible supply at Minneapolis, Dulath 
and in the interior is several million bushels 
less than it was then, but the wheat is going 
out of sight much more siowly.—[{ Minnea po- 
lis Market Record, 

Chicago advices of this morning were that 
Armour was uploading into his own ele- 
va tors the wheat he had ordered loaded out 
the other day, ostensibly for shipment to 
New York, and which, one telegram charac- 
terized as only a bluff made then to influence 
the speculative market.
